Pass The By-Law 

On Saturday, of next week— 
October 8lst—the vote on the by- 
law will take place authorizing the 
town council to issue debentures 
to the amount of $12,000 for the 
purpose of providing morofefficient 
fire protection, The question of 
fire protection has. long ‘been dis- 
cussed and the council has been 
the object of nalittle censure for 
their indifference in the matter, 
bit now the opportunity has come 
and a very large vote should be 
polled, unanimously .in favor of the 
by-law. 

The town of Wetaskiwin must 
have better fire pretection. 

We cannot run the risk of yoing 
through another long winter with- 
out proper fire-fighting appliances. 

The $12,000 are to be expended 
in the sinking of water tanks, and 
the purchase of an up-to date 
steam fire engine, and also for the 
erection of a fire hall. ‘These will 
be a valuable asset to the town, 
and are an absolute necessity for 
adequate fire fighting. 

With proper fire protection, the 
property will be 
vreatly reduced, which is a great 
consideration, 

Vote in favor of the passing of 
the by-law, on Saturday, Oct. 31st, 
and thus advance the status and 
welfare of the town.

Electric Light for Wetaskiwin 

At a meeting of the town coun- 
cil on Wednesday evening, tho 
scheme to provide electric light 
for Wetaskiwin was ,iyven a boost 
forward and now M-. Cunning- 
ham, of the Cunninghina:n Electric 
Light Co., of Edmonton, is solicit- 
ing shares fog a joint stock com- 
pany. It is proposed to have all 
the capital subscribed by the citi- 
zens of the town, except a few 
shares which Mr. Canningham 
takes, to show his good faith, and 
we understand the shares are be- 
jing rapidly. bought up...The enp- 
ilal stock wiil be $16,000, and the 
shares are $100 each. ‘The firs! 
call will be 50 per cent., which is 
payable at once, and another 25 
per cent. is payable as soon as the 
machinery is installed, 

Mr, Cunningham leaves at once 
for Chicago where he will purchase 


the latest improved — electrical 
machinery. Work will begin im- 


mediately in erecting the poles 
and building the power house, and 
it is thouglit that the lights can be 
turned on by January Ist, next. 

It is estimated that 1000 16-can- 
dle power lights can be installed at 
once, but the plant will have a 
capacity of 15,000 lights.

Spots on the Sun 

Washington, Oct. 14--The Unit- 
ed States naval observatory to-day 
made observations of the extraor- 
dinary group of solar spots now 
visible on the sun, the largest 
group discovered in the last de- 
cade. ‘The observations are under 
the direction of Geo, H. Peters, 
who made a statement to-day, say- 
ing :— 

“The group consists of about 
nine spots in all. and now show in- 
dications of condensing into two 
principal spots or groups sonie- 
what separated. Yesterday the 
total length of the disturbed reg- 
ion was 172,000 miles, with a width 
of about 58,000 miles, the aggre-. 
yate length of the principal spots 
being 123,000 miles. The group
